Dear Conservationist: 

A WILDLIFE CRISIS EXISTS IN AMERICA TODAY. American wildlife needs more protection from Man 
in order to survive. Information coming from our members in the actual fields of operations indicates that 
many species in many areas where they are most needed are still being indiscriminately and cruelly destroyed, 
in some instances, to the point of extinction. 

This wanton destruction is occurring frequently on your public lands, to your wildlife, and with your tax 
dollars. Federally appointed or authorized animal control agents spend your tax money trapping and poisoning 
your wildlife, frequently for the questionable benefit of a small minority of sheep growers , and others with an 
unscientific, distorted (< kill everything” approach. 

The so-called “predators” are-t hc chief target s v but not the only victims, for many others are destroyed. 
Endangered species also are victims. Innocent, lovable animals, ecologically important, are being hilled. 

After this reduction or elimination of the predators, naturally, almost routinely, the rodents and rabbits 
overpopulate, causing trouble. Then Government “animal control” workers again distribute more poison over 
the land, contaminating the human environment. 

The use of snowmobiles, helicopters and airplanes as hunting devices, from which no mammal can well 
escape, are being employed against even endangered species—polar bears and wolves. Restrictions are being 
called for to ban the use of such motorized devices in hunting. 

Conservationists are opposing the unnecessary destruction, by shortsighted and powerful pressure groups, 
of wetlands, and certain large areas of superb wildlife habitat, ecologically important to man for his own welfare. 

Comvaratively few people, particularly in urban areas, know the extent or the manner in which their wildlife 
is being destroyed, for fun, or for profit—frequently a questionable profit by a minority. 

Read about these and other issues in the DEFENDERS OF WILDLIFE NEWS, an attractive, authoritative, 
family, wildlife magazine, covering the many phases of “conservation” affecting wildlife. 

Constructive efforts by political leaders, public officials, business and industrial groups, and private individ¬ 
uals to advance the cause of wildlife are encouraged by every means possible.
